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The Fietd Day Scene de K6YQ 


The Fietd Day Seene 
Well, folks, ite that time of year again? ARRL National Field Day is set for 

June 28/29 (24 hours). Planning for TRW/ARC participation in this annual extra- 
vaganza ie under way!! 


The club has turned out for field day every year since 1968, and we have a record 
that ie enviable from at least two viewpoints. First, TRW/ARC FD events have 
generally been non-contest contests, with all comere invited to participate regard- 
leas of competitive expertence or capability. Second, deapite the avoidance of 
fanaticiam on the subject of scoring pointe, we have consistently placed high 
nationally in our clase!! We plan to continue in thie tradition thia year, and 
solictt the participation of all club membere in one or more capacities thie year. 


It te expected that the same site (the Navy Fuel Depot in San Pédro) will be used 
thie year as laet. Setup of stations ts scheduled to begin about 8AM on Saturday, 
June 28th, with actual operatione planned for the period between 12 noon on that 
day until noon Sunday. Teardown and cleanup of the site wtll be performed early 
Sunday afternoon so we can all be home for dinner that evening. 


The club will operate in Clase 6A thie year, with as many ae six rige (plue one 
novice rig) on eimultaneously. One new feature willbe the promotion of VHF 
activity, with nearly round-the-clock operation in thie portion of the spectrwn 
(which will inolude 2M and 6M). Emphasis will aleo be given to 80 meter work, due 
to the expected conditions of the ionosphere in this low sunepot year. 


Food and beverages will be handled on a new baste. In the past, the club has 
pteked up the entire tab for sustenance for all members, guests and visttore. 
While food costs have risen very substantially, neither club dues (associate 
membership excepted) nor SEA contributions have increased at all. Thus te has 
become necessary to resort to the acheme beloved of all of ue who have experienced 
PTA, Boy/Girl Scoute, church and other communal gluttony evente: POTLUCK. 


Lu (Mre. Frank) Cartier will be calling on the TRW/ARC YF/YL community for help tn.
